CINCINNATI, Jan. 31.—Suit was filed 
here today by Harry Bush, a stockhold- 
er, asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Cincinnati Trust Co., of 
which George B. Cox was president 
and which was recently absorbed by the 
Provident Savings Bank and Trust Co. 
He also asked that the liquidating trus- 
tees of the Cincinnati company be com- 
pelled to pay $1,000,000 for division among 

the stockholders of the bank. 

The sult was directed at the Cincin- 
nati Trust Co., at Cox as president: 
Nat S. Keith, secretary; F. R. Williams, 
treasurer, and at several of the direc- 
tors, 

It was alleged in the petition that the 
officers and directors “knowingly, 
wrongfully. and fradulently misplaced 
and misused the funds of the property 
for their own purpore.”’ 

It also charged that they underwrote

FORGE POLICE 10 
SENDIN RIOT CALL 


Women’s stockings at 1 cent a pair, 
men’s trousers at 10 cents and 10 suits 
for nothing at ali, were the bargains 
tlfat blockaded street traffic at Broad- 
way and Franklin avenue and caused 
the police to turn in a riot call Wednes- 
day. 

The sale advertised by the St. Louis 
Mercantile Co., temporary tenants of 
the building formerly occupied by one 
of the big department stores drew a 
crowd that filled Broadway from Mor- 
gan street to Franklin avenue and tied 
up the Broadway trolley line for almost 
an hour. 

The crowd overflowed into the side 
streets, seriously hampering the opera- 
tions of the Wellston cars, east and 
west bound. 

At 9 a. m., the hour set for the open- 
ing, Sergt. Schaperkoetter and five po- 
licemen were almost swept from their 
feet by the surging throng. Women from 
the ghetto and hoboes from Market 
street fought to get to the Broadway en- 
trance. The Sergeant, who estimated 
that there were 6000 in the crowd, turned 
in a riot call to the Carr Street Sta- 
tion and five more policemen were sent. 

Bargain hunters were packed so tight- 
ly against the doors that for a time it 
seemed impossible to open them. The 
doors open outward, and the pressure 
of the crowd held them fast. 

Using all their strength, a small army 
of clerks inside pushed the doors out- 
ward, breaking one from its hinges. 
This left a small opening, through which 
nine men entered one at a time. A tall 
negro hurdled the line, jumped over 
men and women in front of him, and 
forced his way into the store. 

Suits of clothes were given free to the 
first 10 men who entered. Bundles were 
handed to them and they were told that 
if the suits didn’t fit they could ex- 
change them after 6 p. m. 

As the crowd continued to press 
against the doors ropes were thrown out 
over the transoms and stretched by the 
policemen who beat the crowd back 
with their clubs. Men’s hats were bat- 
tered and women’s clothing was torn in 
the bargain rush. Finally after an hour’s 
work a narrow path was cleared and 





relays. 

Inside the store there was another 
scramble. Standing on a table a tall 
blonde young woman in black essayed to 
sell the one-cent stockings. 

At the other end of the room a stout, 
dark woman dispensed the lu-cent trous- 
ers. Both of these tables were centers 
of swirling crowds. It was announced 
that purchasers must have exact change. 
There was no time for fitting the stock- 
ings or the trousers or for ordering them 
by number. No one could buy more 
than two pairs of stockings or one pair 
of trousers. 

A piece of paper was wrapped loosely 
around each purchase. If a stout man 
got slim trousers there was no help for 
it. On every corner within two blocks 
of the store men could be seen com- 
paring and exchanging their purchases.

Neighbor Tells of as of Quarvel Couple 
Had Just Prior to 
Tragedy. 


The testimony of Mrs. George Ward, 
@ neighbor, in the trial at Edwardsville 
of George Yates for the murder of his 
wife Apri] 4, 1911, stirred the crowded 
courtroom Wednesday. Mrs. Ward said 
that Mrs. Yates had called on her that 
afternoon and weepingly told of a quar- 
rel with Yates she had re- 


fused to give him her money. Half an 
hour after the visitor had returned 
home she was killed. 

Mrs. Ward said that Mrs. Yates had 
told her that her husband demanded 
the money she had received for chick- 
ens and they had quarreled so bitterly 
that Mrs. Yates had come to the con- 
clusion they would have to separate. 
Mrs. Ward advised her to go back home 
and try to patch things up. 

On motion of an attorney for the de- 
fense, the conversation Mrs. Ward re- 
peated was ordered stricken from the 
record, because the defendant was not 
present when it took place. Mrs. Ward 
is the wife of a foreman at the factory 
where Yates was employed. 

Thomas Moriarty, Captain in charge 
cf the Edwardsville Police Station the 
right of the killing, was the first wit- 
ress called Wednesday. He testified 
that he was at the station when Yates 
came in and called him out for a pri- 
vate talk. Yates told him, he said, that 
he had killed his wife, and gave him the 
keys to the home. He locked the man 
up and sent Lieut. Jelidcka to the house 
to investigate. 

Jelidcka testified Tuesday that he 
found Mrs. Yates’ body on a bed, with 
two bullet holes in the head and the 
throat cut. Two physicians testify that 
any of the four wounds—two from a re- 
volver, two from a knife—would have 
proved fatal. 

A pathetic figure in the courtroom was 
Yates’ father, M. D. Yates, who is 75 
years old and blind. The old man was 
led down the aisle, tottering feebly 
along beside.his wife, who is past 70 
vears old. The two sat down at a table 
beside their son. Opposite them were 
Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Darragh, fos- 
ter-parents of the slain woman.

He told her that two layers 
of her stomach were gone, that the only 
remaining wall had two holes in it, that 
her liver had almost disappeared and 
that she had only half as much blood 
as Was necessary to health, she said.

Demonstration for Him. 





LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 31.—The ar- 
rest df Joseph J. Ettor, leader of the 
mill strikers, and his principal assis- 
tant, Arturo Giovanniti, editor of a New 
York Socialist paper, during the night 
on a charge of being accessories in the 
murder of Anna Lopezzo, who was shot 
Monday night while riots were in prog- 
ress, apparently had little effect in the 
strike situation early today. 

Up to 8 a. m. no trouble was reported 
and the whole city was guarded by 
militiamen.

the strikers to parade 
in connection with the funeral of the 
woman. Yesterday, at the request of 
Strike Leader Ettor, Col. Sweetser gave 
rermission to parade, but since the ar- 
rest of two of the principal leaders in 
the strike he decided the best policy 
would be not to allow any great body 
of strikers to congregate. 

John Mullen, a Haverhill labor man, 
conferred with Ettor in the latter's cell 
in the police station, half an hour early 
today and afterward stated that Ettor 
desired the strikers to make no demon- 
stration as a result of his arrest, and 
wished them not to attempt to parade 
at the funeral. 

Through the night the police station 
was guarded by a company of infantry 
to prevent a possible attack, rumors of 
which followed Ettor’s arrest. Police 
and militiamen also were stationed in- 
side the building. 

Both Ettor and Giovannitti pleaded not 
guilty in the Police Court today. 


ELECTRIC SIGN BILL 
DEFEATED IN COUNCIL 


Measures Fought by Civic League 
and Favored by Business Men 
Lost by One Vote. 


The overhéad illuminated electric sign 
bill, favored by many business organ- 
izations and opposed by the Civic 
League and similar bodies, was defeat- 
ed in the Council Tuesday by one vote. 
Davis, Espenschied, Evers, Fletcher, 
Haller, Lehmberg and Gundlach voted 
no on the measure, while Leahy, Paule, 
Protzmann, Randall, Rower and Caul- 
field voted aye. 

An amendment offered by Caulfield to 
strike out the words “illuminated be- 
tween the hours of sunset and 11:30 
o’clock at night,’’ was defeated. 

The bill authorized projecting signs, 
not less than 10 feet apart and not less 
than nine feet above the sidewalk, to be 
of a height of not more than five feet 
for vertical signs and 4 feet for hori- 
zontal ones. They were to extend not 
more than eight feet from a building 
and to approach not nearer than four 
feet to the curb. Each person obtaining 
a permit for such a sign was to pay not 
less than $1 a year, at the rate of 2 
cents for each square foot of surface, 
and was to furnish a $5000 guarantee to 
cover possible damage by accident.

SHOOTS GIRL WIFE, | 


SFIZES BABY. FIRES 
HOUSE; CAPTURED 


Who Deserted Bride 
Wounds Her as She Holds 
Child He Never Had Seen. 








IS CAUGHT AFTER A DUEL 
Picks Up Infant, Hidden in ‘Box, 
and Places Boy Between 
Him and Police.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—After a brief 
courtship, Lillian Johnson, one of the 
most popular girls of Coilinsville, Conn., 
was married a year ago to John M. 
IXenefick, formerly of Hartford. For 
several months the couple were hapfy. 
Then the man deserted his bride. Heart- 
broken, she went back to her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Johnson, whose 
home was one of the finest in Collins- 
ville. Just before Christmas a boy was 
born to Mrs. Kenefick. It was thougnt 
this might bring Kenefick back to his 
wife, but apparently it only steeled nim 
the more against her: The slight wound- 

ed the mother, who is only 19. 
Yesterday afternoon Kenefick went to 
the house, burst in a.barricaded door, 
shot his wife twice, inflicting serious in- 
fired four bullets at his mother- 


juries, 
in-law and one at his wife’s 16-vear-old 
sister. Then he seized his son, wh» had 


been hidden in a paper box, ran to the 
front yard and there, with the infant 
‘ving in the snow almost. between. him 
and the police, engaged in a revolver 
battle that lasted 15 minutes. 
Chief Tells of Fight. 

This graphie story Was told by Chief 
of Police A, H. Bushing of Collinsville: 

“Kenefick peered into the sitting room 
windows till he saw his wife. He beck- 
oned for her to open the door. She 
paid no attention to him. He burst the 


door open. He was in a frenzy as he 
confronted his wife. As he Saw the 
child at her ‘breast he gasped. It was 


the first glimpse he had had of his son. 

‘‘He shouted a curse, pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and fired a shot into 
the young, woman’s arm. She swung 
around and he fired. again. The bullet 
struck Mrs. Kenefick in the back of the 
neck, circled her throat and lodged just 
beneath he> chin. She _ toppled _ over, 
clasping the baby more firmly in her 
arms. 

“Kenefick started for the door, and 
as he had his hand on the knob, Mrs. 
Johnson entered the room. Kenefick 
called at her to stand back, but Mrs. 
Johnson did not heed him. Kenefick 
fired four shots at his mother-in-law, 
none of them hit her. Kenefick was 
edging toward the door when his wife's 
16-year-old sister entered the room. 

Bullet Misses the Girl. 


“Mrs. Johuson had lifted Mrs. Kene- 
fick in her arms and carried her to a 
sofa, the baby rolling to the floor from 
his unconscious mother’s arms. Miss 


Johnson bent down to take the baby. 
Kenefick told the girl not to dare to 
touch his son and began to reload the 
revolver. Miss Johnson = shoved him 
aside, caught up the infant and darted 
from the room. As she went through 
the doorway Kenefick fired, the bullet 
imbedding itself in the wainscoting. 

“Kenefick was furious at his failure 
and turned toward his wounded wife. 
Mrs. Johnson had fled from the room. 
Kenefick muttered something about go- 
ing to shoot his wife again. not so that 
she would die quickly, but by degrees. 
While he glared at her he raised the 
revolver, but changed his mind and ran 
out of the room by the door through 
which Miss Johnson had fled. 

“The girl had run to the second floor 
and placed the baby in a cardboard box, 
leaving the cover open at one end so the 
child would not be smothered. Then 
she hid the infant in a closet and ran 
down the back stairs. Kenefick searched 
the whole house before he found the 
baby. 

Fires the House; Is Captured. 

“Then he set fire to the house. At 
this time some of my officers and I had 
been notified. We went to the house 
just as Kenefick came out. He opened 
fire on us. Then putting the baby in 
the snow, he got behind a tree, the in- 
fant 10 feet away from him. About fifty 
shots were fired. As we closed on Ken- 


efick he put his revolver to his. head 
and pulled the trigger, but his last cart- 
ridge had been fired.”’

Supt. Major of the Industrial School 
Wednesday took folir inmates of the in- 
stitution to Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Wilson’s office in the Four Courts. 
They told Wilson a story of tutelage in 
crime which, the prosecutor said, will 
cause the immediate issuance of a war- 
rant against one man, and which will 
probably cause an official investigation 
with a view to the arrest of other men 
on criminal charges, 

The boys declared that there are in St. 
Louis schools of crime, where youths are 
taught to pick a pocket, steal a chicken | 
or rob a drunken man. 

The investigation revealed these con- 
ditions as told by the boys: These 
breeding’ places of youthful iniquity are 
what are known by the police as “Fly- 
by-Night” pool halls, which derive their 
principal support from minors and 
youths. One or two are more or less 
garish downtown places. But the most 
are poorly lighted, poorly furnished, 
dingy, ill ventilated, stuffy little rooms 
in the congested tenement districts. 

They are seen at their worst along 
towards evening, when the sickly look- 
ing jamps rather illuminate the clouds 
of cigarette smoke than light the room. 
Newsboys and other lads gather around 
tle cheap tables and gamble their nick- 


els and dimes recklessly as long as the 
money lasts. 
° Always Can Get Drinks. 


The spectators shout out ribald jests 
and obscene stories, the language be- 
coming all the wilder as here and there 
a boy is fired by the cheap whisky or 
beer he can always get in the place— 
if he nas the price. Mingling with the 
crowd is the ever-present “house 
man,” to rack up the balls, collect the 
money. and to aick out the one who 
has loafed around too long without 
spending anything. 

It is among these and the managers 
that the true Fagins are to be found, 
according to information collected in the 
investigation. The Fagins are ready to 
“put wise’ a new boy on how to rob 
a drunken man, going through his 
pockets and even turning him over with- 
out awaking him—‘‘rolling’’ him, as the 
process is called. By precept they in- 
culeate the sentiment that the boy who 
would “snitch’’ on another for wrong- 
doing is everything that fs vile, while 
the boy who can “‘put something over” 
that is crooked is a sort of hero. 

The influence some of these places 
have over the unfortunate lads is re- 
markable, Major has found. Many boys 
who have yielded apparently to the good 
influences of the Industrial School and 


give promise of leading respectable 
lives, go straight to the pool halis from 
the school. Before long they come 


straight back from the pool] hall to the 
institution. 
Runaway Boys at Pool Hall, 

Two boys who ran away from the 
school in their stocking feet during re- 
cent near-zero weather went directly to 
a pool hall and there were recaptured. 
Most of these dives are open until late 
in the night, and some all night, and 
boys sleep in them. Boys who get drunk 
in them are dragged into some hidden 
‘sleep it off.’’ 

‘Philip Goldberg, 15 years old; John 
Maddox, 15; Joe Finnan, 14, and Abe 
Raker. 14, all newsboys now in the In- 
dustrial School, told Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Wilson of the lawlessness 
in some of these places. All of the boys 
bragged of “rolling’’ drunks, and all but 
one admitted that he had been intoxicat- 
ed in the dives.

This 
‘easy way” is to find a drunken man, 
get him into an alley or dark corner of 
the street, and rob him. 

“One night about a year ago,”’ the boy 
went on, “an insurance man came in 
and he was drunk. I waited until he 
was asleep and went through his pock- 
ets, taking $100. 

“I gave $24 of this to one of the 
men who runs the hall. Then a lot of 
us boys got together and all got 
drunk. I got soused to the eyebrows 
and went to sleep. When I woke up 
they had even taken my good clothes 
off of me, giving me some old Mes. 
I didn’t have a jitney in my pockets.” 

Baker said he drank beer and whis- 
ky in this same place many times and 
that he had “‘rolled’’ drunks time after 
time—that some 20 or 30 times the same 
man to whom Maddox said he had 
given the $24, had told him to hustle 
out on the street and get some coin.

OFFICIAL SELF-REGULATION. 

The public is not greatly concerned one way 
or the other when, as a defense for the Building 
Commissioner against the charge of negligence 
and complicity in the construction of an inse- 
cure theater, it is said that the charge was 
prompted by the jealousy of trade rivals.

It is not worth while to stop to ar- 
gue that a city official is not competent to en- 
force the city ordinances against himself as a 
partner in or beneficiary of contracts he is sup- 
posed to be regulating under the ordinances. 

Even supposing that Building Commissioner 
McKelvey were so extraordinary as to be intel- 
lectually and morally an exception to all rules, 
the point at issue stands decided on his own 
evidence. His official complicity in regulating 
himself as a contractor makes him responsible 
for all results of negligence in both capacities.

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TIMES HAVE CHANGED.

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MEASURE THE SOOTFALL. 

At last London is vindicated of being the 
smokiest city in the world, which it has been 
termed by Americans, accustomed to the sunny 
climate of the greater part of this hemisphere. 
Its vindication is due to the Lancet, which has 
caused the sootfall to be measured by a roof 
gauge, and reports it to be slightly in excess: of 
one ton per acre per year. A similar measure- 
ment on Michigan boulevard, Chicago's only 
fashionable downtown thoroughfare, showed the 
deposit to be five tons per acre per year.

In such lavish ex- 
travagance does Chicago establish its title to out- 
rank London as the Smokiest of the Smoky.
